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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is the answer to the communication received on 9/23/2004 (the 
Preliminary Amendment, which paper has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-74 are pending in this application, wherein claims 1-37 were cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 38-40, 43, 51, 63-66, 68-69, 71-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being unclear for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

A. Claims 38-39, 51-52, 66, 68, 71 are objected because of the spec, provides no 
definite limitation for the claimed word "substantially" (on a same meridian plane); 
"substantially" is a relative term . 

B. Claims 43, 55 are objected because of the spec, provides no definite limitation for 
the claimed word "substantially" (on an equatorial plane); "substantially" is a relative 
term . 

C. Claims 38, 40, 45-49 have "the at least one second curve", it is confused because 
it gives a thought of the existence of another "second curve". 

D. Claim 63 has "wherein the at least one second group of sensors", it is confused 
because it gives a thought of the existence of another "second group". 

E. Claim 64 has "wherein the at least one third group of sensors", it is confused 
because it gives a thought of the existence of another "third group". 

F. Claims 65, 69 have limitation of "an elaboration unit", it is vague for these 
limitations since everything is necessary (can be considered as an elaboration unit) in a 
vehicle. 
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G. Claim 72 mentions "a critical condition is being reached", and "to cause a 
counteraction to control the vehicle", the broadly claimed "a critical condition", and 
"counteraction" are not defined here. 

The examiner also respectfully submits that there is a restriction on patentably 
distinct groups, as shown below: 

Election/Restrictions 
4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group I : Claims 38-50, and 71-74 are directed to a method for monitoring a tyre during 
running (for controlling a vehicle), with US classification 701/29. 
Group II : Claims 51-67, and 68-70 are directed to a tyre or a wheel on a vehicle, with US 
classification 340/443 . 

These above 2 different groups are clearly different because of their pure 
characteristics: group I comprise claims with steps to perform a procedure, while group II 
describes physical components/means/apparatus/system; in addition, both groups are 
defined by different US classifications as shown above. 

Applicants are required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed group for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicants will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
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are added after the election, applicants must indicate which are readable upon the elected 
species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicants traverse on the ground that the groups are not patentably 
distinct, applicants should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the group/species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this 
is the case. 

Applicants are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
